If all the 
plans suggested are successful the 
alms and Ideals of two great wings 
of the labor movement will be co-or- 
dinated and united action will be taken 
industrially, socially and In legisla- 
tive matters, The leading bodies in 
this vast scheme are the trades union 
congress, the General Federation of

Car—Understand it 
Thoroughly, 


The automobile buying season is in 
full blast, and many purchasers will be 
car owners for the first time. Rich- 
ard Hall of the Fourteenth St. Gar- 
age Co., distributors for the Haynes, 
America's first car, in this territory, 
gives the following timely advice to 
such owners, which should be very 
helpful indeed: — 

“One of the most important > things 
for the automobilist to learn Is not to 
‘tinker. There Is no mystery conceal- 
ed under the hood of a car, there is 
nothing that should be kept secret 
from the car owner, but the tempta- 
tion to ‘tinker’ usually becomes too 
great: a delicate adjusting screw 1s 
turned or a wire is disconnected and 
then--trouble begins. 


Understand Your Car. 

“Talk to the repairman, study the In- 
structions, learn all you cam, and then 
when the emergency comes, you'll be 
prepared, But walt for the emergency, 
Do not tinker. Don't try to make ad- 
justments when the car ts already in 
adjustment. Don't begin tearing down 
until you have located the trouble, 
Don't try to improve the timing of the 
valves or the ignition; the manufac- 
turer knows best. Treat your car as 
you would an expensive watch. A lot 
of trouble may be avoided by having 
an expert examine the car about once 
every two months, There are many 
Itue wrongs that may quickly develop 
into big wrongs if not discovered and 
checked. 

“Don't patronize the orfeap mechanic 
~his work is usually in keeping with 
his price. Keep your car out of the 
hands of the school boy who offers to 
work free of charge. The manufac- 
turer is always ready {p advise and 
help you. His reputation is in your 
hands and don’t be too much inelined 
to blame the car when the first little 
trouble arlses. Hach machine has 
pecullarities of its own and no mat- 
ter how experienced you may be in the 
operation of motor cars tn general, it 
is essential that the manufacturer's In- 
structions be carefully read and fol- 
lowed. 

How to Get the Best Service 

“The idea that there ts no particular 
care necessary for the successful op- 
eration of a car, aside from filling the 
tanks and radiator is erroneous. There 
is no more carefully designed mechan- 
ism in existence, and as is usually the 
case with all complicated machines, 
careful Inspection and attention to de- 
tails will prolong its Hie and insure 
successful operation to an immeasure- 
able degree, 

“Treat your car well, lubricate it re- 
gularly. The result will be efficient 
service at minimum up-keep, And 
then, when the emergency comes, 
when something doea go wrong; don't 
‘Just tinker.’ Be systematic, First find 
WHERP the trouble Is; second, deter- 


mine WHAT it is; third, what is the | 


remedy; and, lastly, how this remedy 
may be applied.
